1. Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the 
published agenda. 


2. Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the 
minutes of the 104th meeting, subject to the following 
correction: D. McDougall (Vice-Rector's representative} 
in lieu of D. McDouglass. 


3. Appointment to CASA 


Chairman informed Council that Professor Marsh had been 
appointed to this committee. 


4. Achievements of Faculty 


Chairman informed Council that Dr. Swamy had been 
chosen as vice-president of the IEEE Circuits and 
Systems Society. 


9. Publicity - Meeting with High School Counsellors 


Chairman informed Council that English language High 
School Counsellors had been invited to attend a briefing 
session on University programmes. Professors Giguere 
and Joly had represented the Faculty at this gathering, 
with Professor Giguere outlining the Faculty's 
programmes. 
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Chairman informed Council that Professor Giguere had 
been appointed as the University's representative to 
the committee formed to study the question of entrance 
profiles for pure, applied and health sciences. He 

is to consult with Professors Adler (Assistant Dean 

of Science) and D. West Chairman, Loyola Computer 
Science), as necessary, in order to be aware of the 
needs of all University programmes in this area. 


7. Appointments to University Bodies 


Chairman informed Council of the results of elections 
carried out since the last meeting. 


Motion 8. Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint 
75-105-3 Professor Sankar to the Advisory Committee to select 
‘ a Dean of Graduate Studies. 
Motion 9. Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint 
75-105-4 Professor du Plessis to the Continuing Education 
Advisory Council. 

Motion 10. Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint 
75-105-5 Professor Lindsay to the Senate Committee on Priorities 


and Resource Allocation. 


ll. Numbering of Council Meetings 


Secretary informed Council that there appears to be no 
consistent practice in use for numbering the meetings 
of University bodies. 


Motion 12. Council unanimously adopted a motion to number meetings 
75-105-6 with reference to calendar years. This system to 
become effective 1 January 1976. 


Secretary's note: The first January meeting of Council 
will be numbered 76.1. Items, motions, and documents 
will be numbered 76.1.1, 76.1.2, etc. 


13. Mature Student Programme Curriculum 


Secretary informed Council that Motion 75-104-30 had not 
been voted upon due to the lack of a quorum. In view 

of the debate at that meeting, the Chairman Suggested 
that EUSC should re-examine the wisdom of presenting 
subject matter in the same form to mature students as 

to young high school graduates. In answer to a query 

of the Registrar, the Chairman indicated that the 

Dean's office would underwrite the costs of any changes 
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Graduate Course Changes 


Dr. Sankar (Chairman, EGSC) introduced EGSC's recom- 
mendations, Doc. 75-105-1. The Chairman noted that 
resource implications were summarized in Doc. 
75-105-2. 


The Secretary noted editorial corrections to Doc. 
75-105-1. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to 
Senate the approval of minor changes to the graduate 
curriculum as set out in Doc. 75-105-1. 


Professor Sankar introduced the major change, namely, 
the introduction of the Building Engineering option 
within the Master of Engineering programme. He noted 
that in addition to EGSC's recommendations contained in 
Doc. 75-105-1, the committee also recommended that 
courses listed in the topic area "Building Environment" 
be given Engineering in lieu of Civil Engineering 
numbers. 


Professor Fazio presented a brief history of the develop- 
ment of Building Engineering at Concordia (Doc. 
75-105-3). Professor du Plessis presented certain 
objections which the Mechanical Engineering Department 
had concerning the programme as it is currently 

proposed (Doc. 75-105-4). 


After some debate, it was agreed that Council would 
not consider further the proposed programme content at 
the present meeting. The EGSC would communicate with 
Civil Engineering in order to clarify the following 
matters: 


1. The objectives of the option. 


2. Criteria for admission to the option, as well as 
the mechanisms to ensure that only properly 
qualified applicants are permitted to register 
for courses in the option. 


3. How the subject matter of the option meets {ts 
objectives. 


4. Whether it is anticipated that other departments 
within the Faculty could make a useful contribu- 
tion to the programme. 


5. Whether all courses should have CE numbers, or 
whether some of them should be numbered as E£ 
courses. 
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6. The title of the degree (possibly M.Eng. (Building)). 
Election Procedures , 


Professor Xistris noted that the election procedure 
to be followed upon request of Engineering Faculty 
Council (Doc. 75-105-5) did not clearly define how 
a candidate was to be declared winner of an election. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to amend item 5 
of the document to read: 


"5. Election will be by secret ballot of all Council 
members, and all full-time faculty. A winner will 

be declared once the scrutineer appointed by the 
Chairman of Council ascertains that a nominee has 
obtained at least 51% of the votes cast. If no 

winner is declared after a ballot, the nominee having 
obtained the lowest number of votes will be eliminated 
from the slate of candidates, and a further ballot 
held. Council will formally appoint or recommend the 
appointment of the winner to the position delegated."

French Requirement 


Assistant Dean Giguere drew Council's attention to the 
letter from R. Masse, Secretary of the Order of 
Engineers, concerning the French requirement for entry 
into the Order (Doc. 75-105-15). He also noted that 
he was attempting to clarify some aspects of this 
requirement and would report when he had additional 
information. 


It was agreed that the new requirement would be com- 
municated to all students. 
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@ 24. The level and application of the current BEng. 
French requirement was questioned. 


Motion 25. Council unanimously adopted a motion to ask EUSC 
75-105-9 to examine the requirement for French at the BEng: 
level in order to assess: 


a) Proficiency in the French language currently 
demanded of students. 


b) The mechanism currently used to assure that 
students reach the required proficiency. 


26. Introduction of Metric System 


Chairman informed Council that it has now become 
necessary to study the question of how and at what 
rate the Faculty's programmes are to be converted to 
the metric system, as well as to estimate the cost of 
carrying out the conversion. 


Motion 27. Council unanimously adopted a motion to establish a 
75-105-10 committee mandated to assess the modalities, schedules 
and costs of converting the Faculty's programmes to 
C) the metric system. 
Motion 28. Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint 
75-105-11 Professors Douglass, Lindsay and Krakow to the 


committee established by Motion 75-105-10. 


The Dean has asked Professor Lindsay to convene the 
first meeting. 


29. The Assistant Dean informed Council that Associate 
Vice-Rector McDougall has expressed a wish to be in 
close contact with this committee as he has been 
delegated by the Rector to report to him on the cost 
of conversion to metric. A position paper on metri- 
fication is to be circulated with the minutes (Doc. 
75-105-16). 


30. Academic Regulations - B.Eng. Programme 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. 
75-105-17, a preliminary document on academic regula- 
tions. He requested that members study this document 
and be prepared to discuss the topic at the next 


meeting. 
» 31. Graduate Grading System 


The Assistant Dean informed Council that BGS has 
approved the concept of having three passing grades 
for graduate courses in lieu of the current two 
levels.
